CULTURE 

Dahlias  will  adapt  themselves  to  any  kind 
of  soil  if  properly  cared  for.  Their  native 
soil  is  a sandy  loam.  If  your  soil  is  poor,  it 
should  be  built  up  in  the  fall  with  some  good 
fertilizer,  then  at  planting  time  a handful  of 
bone  meal  thoroughly  mixed  with  the  soil  and 
placed  in  each  hole,  is  very  beneficial. 

In  this  climate  Dahlias  can  be  planted  from 
April  until  June,  but  we  prefer  the  latter  part 
of  April.  Our  bulbs  are  ready  for  delivery 
after  April  15.  Plant  two  to  three  feet  apart 
in  holes  from  four  to  six  inches  deep,  laying 
bulb  flat  with  the  eye  uppermost.  Never  stand 
bulb  on  end. 

Keep  the  soil  well  worked  until  buds  appear, 
after  which  keep  the  soil  from  crusting. 

Do  not  water  until  the  plant  appears  above 
ground,  it  may  cause  it  to  rot.  When  water- 
ing, thoroughly  soak  the  ground,  do  not 
sprinkle  the  surface. 
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
